Description: The health care authority (HCA) intends to 
submit medicaid SPA 21-0032 in order to obtain medicaid 
funds to reimburse birthing hospitals to support the "rooming 
in" of the birth parent with their newborn following an in- 
utero exposure to substances that may lead to physiologic 
dependence, until the newborn is recovered from neonatal 
abstinence syndrome (NAS) or neonatal opioid withdrawal 
syndrome (NOWS) and/or is otherwise ready to be medically 
discharged. The intent is to provide a newborn administrative 
day rate or daily reimbursement to help offset the cost of pro- 
viding the postpartum parent with room and board and lim- 
ited additional services that are centered on the care and well- 
being of the newborn. 

This SPA reflects HCA's response to SSB 5380 which 
directed HCA to make recommendations on ways to improve 
the care of birth parents with opioid use disorder and their 
newborns. Substantial research indicates that keeping the 
birth parent with the newborn during the exposed newborn's 
period of observation and potential withdrawal of neonatal 
NAS/NOWS as the first-line, nonmedication treatment is 
associated with better outcomes for both the birth parent and 
the newborn. 

Based on this evidence, HCA recommended that the 
state authorize HCA to provide funds for the first-line non- 
medication treatment of newborns by reimbursing birthing 
hospitals to support the "rooming in" and continuous care 
from the birth parent for their newborn when there has been 
in-utero exposure to substances that may lead to physiologic 
dependence. 

SPA 21-0032 is expected to have no effect on the annual 
aggregate payment for this service. HCA anticipates the 
increased payment for the administrative day to be offset by 
a reduction in the length of stay required for infants with 
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NAS/NOWS. Studies published by the National Association 
of Neonatal Nurses report a reduction in hospital stay days 
ranging from 35-74 percent. HCA anticipates shorter stays 
with a higher payment creating a net effect of $0.

Background: Washington's Balance Billing Protection 
Act (BBPA) bans balance billing for emergency services pro- 
vided by an out-of-network (OON) hospital or provider, and 
surgical and ancillary nonemergency services provided by an 
OON provider at in-network hospitals or ambulatory surgical 
facilities. Balance billing refers to the practice of OON pro- 
viders or facilities billing enrollees’ for health care services 
provided to the enrollee after the provider or facility's billed 
amount is not fully reimbursed by the health carrier, exclu- 
sive of permitted enrollee cost-sharing.* The BBPA requires 
that the OON provider and health carrier negotiate OON pay- 
ments in good faith without involving the enrollee.” Under 
the BBPA, the enrollee is only responsible for in-network 
cost sharing, which must be applied toward the enrollee's 
deductible and maximum out-of-pocket payment obligation.’

Congress recently passed FNSA, which also bans bal- 
ance billing, but applies to a broader scope of plans and ser- 
vices than Washington's BBPA. This new law, enacted as 
part of the broader CCA of 2021, takes effect for health plans, 
beginning on or after January 1, 2022.° It applies to nearly all 
private health plans offered by employers (including grandfa- 
thered health plans and the Federal Employees Health Bene- 
fits Program), as well as individual health insurance policies 
offered both on and off the exchange.'° In addition to prohib- 
iting balance billing for emergency services, the FNSA 
extends balance billing protections to post-stabilization ser- 
vices,'! nonemergency services furnished by OON providers 
at in-network facilities without the enrollee's informed con- 
sent,'? and services furnished by air ambulance providers.!°

Beyond banning balance bills by OON providers and 
facilities, the FNSA limits enrollee cost-sharing an enrollee 
must pay the issuer." Enrollees who receive OON care will 
only have to pay the cost sharing amount that they would 
have paid if the provider had been in-network.'> This limita- 
tion applies to emergency services, nonemergency services 
without the patient's informed consent, and air ambulance 
services.'¢ It similarly limits cost-sharing when an enrollee 
relied on their issuer's provider directory's listing of a pro- 
vider as in-network, and that information turned out to be 
incorrect.'? Any cost-sharing subject to the FNSA must be 
counted towards an enrollee's in-network deductible and 
annual out-of-pocket maximum.!®

Additionally, congress set up a regulatory framework for 
OON provider payment and dispute resolution, and added 
transparency measures, provider directory requirements, and 
continuity of care requirements. 

OIC Enforcement: Aside from a few deferments 
described in the next section, OIC will enforce the FNSA 
provisions pertaining to health carriers for health plans start- 
ing on or after January 1, 2022.!° This includes the following 
provisions of FNSA:

grandfathered health plans; and (2) services subject to 
the FNSA but not the BBPA, e.g., nonemergency ser-

Consumer Notice: OIC developed a consumer notice 
for balance billing rights that satisfies both FNSA and 
BBPA.»° OIC's consumer notice should be used for fully 
insured health plans, PEBB/SEBB plans, and self-funded 
ERISA plans that have opted into BBPA. Under BBPA, this 
notice must be provided to enrollees in any communication 
that authorizes nonemergency surgical or ancillary services at 
an in-network facility.’ Also, the issuer must indicate on the 
enrollee's explanation of benefits whether the service is sub- 
ject to balance billing protections.*? OIC will continue to 
enforce these BBPA consumer notice requirements against 
health carriers.

General Permit 


The Washington state department of ecology (ecology) 
is reissuing the fresh fruit packing national pollutant dis- 
charge elimination system (NPDES) and state waste dis- 
charge general permit (permit). The permit becomes effective 
on January 1, 2022, and expires on December 31, 2026. 

Purpose of the Permit: The permit addresses various 
legal requirements and responsibilities, and regulates the dis- 
charge of pollutants to protect water quality in Washington 
state. The permit authorizes the discharge of wastewater 
associated with the fresh fruit packing industry in Washing- 
ton state. The permit is a combined NPDES and state waste 
discharge permit that limits the discharge of pollutants to sur- 
face waters under the authority of the Federal Water Pollu- 
tion Control Act (33 U.S.C. 1251) and limits the discharge of 
pollutants to surface and groundwater under the authority of 
the State Water Pollution Control Act (chapter 90.48 RCW). 

Public Notice Process and Comments: Ecology 
accepted public comments on the draft permit and fact sheet 
from September 1, 2021, through October 15, 2021. Ecology 
held informational public workshops and hearings during this 
time via online statewide webinars on October 6 and 7, 2021. 
Ecology received written public comments and emails. The 
comments and ecology's responses are included as Appendix 
C of the fact sheet.
